Thus, it is presumed that a 
1,100 c.c. car unsupercharged, havin 
minimum weight of “AL: 12 kg., will be as fast 
as a supercharged 3-litre machine, with a 
minimum weight of 850 kg. 

Others are not so certain “that the 
formula will prove so suitable for several 
sizes of cars. There is strong support for 
the view that a modified version of the 
agpah) Grand Prix cars will.be 


Powerful Engine 


ERCEDES-BENZ, it seems, have 
already built and tested an eight- 
cylinder engine of 5,000 c.c., complying 
with the new formula and giving off nearly 
400 h.p. A second engine, with 12 cylin- 
ders, is ready, and can reasonably be ex- 
pected to give more than 400 h.p. Before 
the 1988 season opens Mercedes has time to 
build a third engine.

FOR R.A.F.

One hundred Royal Air Force pilots are to 
be attached to air liners of Imperial Airways 
and British Airways for individual out-and- 
home flights during the first stage of an 
important scheme to provide Service pilots 
with experience in long flights outside the 
British Isles and in weather conditions that 
are seldom met in this country. Later the 
scheme may be extended to provide pilots 
with more comprehensive experience. 

Bomber pilots, whose task in war might be 
to make long journeys in difficult weataer, 
will be the first to receive this new form of 
instruction, which in future may form part of 
the general training of all Service pilots. They 
will study at first-hand the methods of radio 
control and navigation tl.at enable. civil air- 
craft to maintain scheduled services nowadays 
m practically any kind of weather. Ability to 
take-off and jand in fog is an essential. factor 
in modern flying; the blind-landing. radio 
equipment installed at many civil aerodromes 
makes feasible the safe landing of a big air 
liner, which touches the earth at more than 


the speed of an express train, when the ground 
can scarcely. be discerned from a heightret? 


40 or 50 feet. Similar freedom to operate 
when low cloud and mist are prevalent is 
plainly essential 1f military formations are to 
attain maximum efficiency. 

In them daily journeys between England 
and the Cortinent, the crews of British air 
liners meet weather problems which differ 
widely from those prevailing over the British 
Isles.

T is refreshing to read history as we 
believe it should be taught. Mr, 
Lewis Spence, with the most meagre 
material at his disposal, displays extra. 
ordinary skill in historical diagnosis when 
dealing with the impingement on English 
history of Boadicea’s revolt against the 
Roman power. The bibliography on this 
subject is very wide, but it is mostly based 
upon conjecture and not on logic. Mr. 
Spence takes these conjectures and places 
them side. by side with the accounts given 
by two Roman historians—perhaps biassed 
in favour of Rome—and from them pro- 
duces a convincing causation of the revolt. 
Tacitus»and Cassius Dio are his authori- 
ties, and he subjects their accounts of the 
happenings to a severe examination. 

The outcome of this is a fine volume 
which should find its way into the hands 
of those who revere history as a science. 
It is reminiscent to us of Seeley’s “ Fx- 
eset of England ”’ for its logic and deep 
earning. 

It was not the date of the battle of 
Bosworth that had an effect on the course 
of English history, but rather the result 
of the battle that matters, and Mr. Spence 
has adopted this reverse plan, and works 
backwards to find out the reason for the 
action of this heroic Queen in leading a 
horde of undisciplined soldiery against the 
trained legions of Rome. There can 
little doubt left in the mind of the reader 
that this tremendous event in English 
history was the cause of loosening the grip 
of the Roman Empire on British terri- 
tory.

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Wonders of the Great Barrier Reef. By

HERE can be few richer or more 
delightful happy hunting grounds for 
the naturalist than the Great Barrier Reef 
of Australia, which trails its 1,250 miles of 
coral islands, islets and gorgeous gardens 
of marine growth down the coasts. cf 
tropical Queensland from Torres Straits to 
the Capricorn group. Along this natura] 
coral barrier are to be found such riches 
of animal life in every form that a com- 
petent scientist might spend a lifetime in 
assiduous on and yet not touch 
upon a thousandth part of the natural 
wonders within his ken. But scientists 
like the late W. Saville-Kent have accom- 
plished wonders, so that a very fair idea 
of the fauna and flora of the region is 
known. Where Mr. Roughley has benefited 
the reader is by his delightful presenta- 
tion of a general outline of the Barrier 
Reef fishes, corals and wonders of sea 
and land, which, awhile thoroughly 
scientific, can yet be fully appreciated by 
the layman. Saville-Kent’s great work is 
out of print and somewhat expensive, Mr. 
Roughley’s work is, if less expansive, 
much less expensive, thoroughly adequate 
and up-to-date in every respect, while yet 
it is in the lofty tradition of Saville-Kent. 
The letterpress, which gives a brisk 
account, or, rather, several accounts, cf 
big game fishing in these waters, includes 
a discussion of the economic resources of 
the Barrier Reef. Besides lis obvious 
gifts as writer and scientist, Mr. Roughley 
is an artist, and his photographs of 
marine gardens, corals and _ Barrier 
scenery, fifty of which are in colour, must 
give great pleasure to the reader. This 
book is the most satisfactory one for the 
general natural historian which has 
appeared for a long: while.

Great, Britain may attempt next year to 
add two major world. flying records to the 
aeroplane height record established last June. 
As recently as 1934 Britain held the three re- 
cords—height, speed and distance, flown non- 
stop from point to point — an achievement 
which no other country has equalled. Subsc- 
quently, while British aircraft and aero- 
engine constructors have been absorbed in the 
needs of the Royal Air Force expansion 
scheme, foreign ayiators have set. better 
figures “r speed and distance. 

he British Air Ministry is investigating 
the possibilities of setting new records for 
landplane speed and distance flown non-stop 
by special preparation of types of aeroplane 
now in series production for the Royal Air 
Force. During the past three years British 
aircraft engineering has made big strides. 
The new British bombing and fighting air- 
craft are nearly twice as fast as their prede- 
cessors. They carry more load, and their 
operational ranges are greater. Engines 
develop considerably more power, yet 
consume less fue for every horse- 
power d+veloped. Controllable-pitch airscrews 
and modern wing-slots and flaps enable aero- 
jlanes to take-off safely and easily with 
Ban much beyond th- capacity of earlier 
machines. Hence, the landplane speed and 
distance records lie within the capacity of 
ordinary Service types. and do not demand 
the building of special aircraft. 

The present pee Best speed record is 
352.4 m.p.h., achieved by an American. A 
likely aspirant for the position ot challenger 
is the supermarine ‘‘ Spitfire ’’ single-seat 
fighter, officially stated to be the world’s 
fastest military aeroplane, and probably 
capable of speeds in the neighbourhood of 
the present record when carrying its full 
military load. ‘This aeroplane was the last 
designed by the late R. J. Mitchell, world- 
famous designer of the seaplanes that won 
the Schneider Trophy international seaplane 
races. It derives power from a Rolls-Royce 
Merlin 1,000 h.p. engine. ham 

The record is also believed to be within 
the reach of some of the new twin-engined 
aeroplanes. The Bristol “‘ Blenheim ’’ bomber, 
for example, in its “Mark L” form, 1s 
conservatively stated by tne Au Mimstry to 
attain 279 m.p.h. in leve! flight with full 
Service load. An improved version is on the 
way, and the odds against a specially pre- 
pared machine of this type averaging more 
than 350 m.p.h. over the speed course cannot 
be high.

CANADIAN FORESTS 


PROVIDE EMPLOYMENT 


a 


Logging operations in Canada’s forests pro- 
vide employment on the average for about 
84,000 men on a yearly basis, but as most of 
this work is of a seasonal nature it is esti- 
mated that about 240,000 men derive a sub- 
stantial part of their employment in the 
woods. Except on the coast of British 
Columbia, logging is mostly a winter opera- 
tion, and offsets to a considerable degree the 
inactivity in many other industries such as 
agriculture, building, road and railway con- 
struction and maintenance at this time of the 
ycar. ~*~ 

In the softwood operations of central and 
eastern Cauada, cutting usually starts in the 
eaily autumn, and is completed before the 
eud of the year. As soon as the ground ia 
frozen and there is sufficient snow, the logs 
are hauled by sleigh on iced roads to the 
lakes and streams. They are floated out on 
the smaller streams during the spring freshets 
and down the larger rivers during the sum- 
mer. The logs oat loose in the streams, 
but are collected into booms for towing across 
lakes. Each log is marked on the end with 
the brand of the owner, and on the larger 
rivers driving operations are usually carried 
on by driving companies who sort and deliver 
the legs to the various, mills. In soms 
operations the logs and pulpwood, especially 
those of hardwood, are Rented by sleighs to 
the railways on which tiey are trensported 
te the mills. 

. Between 25,000 and 30,000 horses are used 
in woods operations, and in a few places, 
chiefly in Nova Scotia, oxen are used and 
found to be very satisfactory under certain 
conditions. During recent years there has 
been a considerable increase in the use of 
trucks and tractors in place of horses for the 
portaging of supplies and the hauling of Jogs.

Like Kreisler 
on the violin he has no need to trouble about 
technique, The voice with him—the outcome 
of assiduous practice and attention to de- 
tail—is a perfect smging instrument on 
which he expresses his art. Indeed, he is 
so much at ease in his singing, even when 
thrilling the audience with the top “C” in 
“ Che gelida manina,” or the repetition of 
top “B flats” in ‘* Celeste Aida,’’ that he 
seems more at home singing than speaking. 

Of course, there were little flaws, just to 
demonstrate that he has the human weak- 
ness. — Whilst the upper half of the voice 
is of wondrful colour and brilliance, it seemed 
at times that the lower register was not 
quite so attractive. A case in point was 
in the singing of the ‘‘Agnus Dei” of Bizet, 
where, after a brilliant passage in which the 
voice rang with beautiful clarity, there was 
a disturbing huskiness, or throatiness, in the 
repeated phrase to which the singer had 
dropped over an octave.

Cordon Sanitaire 

On Saturday a new anti-Communist 
pact was signed in Rome by the represen- 
tatives of Germany, Italy and Japan. We 
must presume, at least, that it is a new 
pact; for the original ‘‘anti-Comintern “ 
agreement of last November between Ger- 
many and Japan made full provision for 
Italy’s adherence, if she should so wish, 
and Saturday’s ceremony appears point- 
less if radical changes have not been 
made in the terms of agreement. The con- 
tents are still a mystery. Germany has 
assured the world that it contains no mili- 
tary clauses, but specific clauses are un- 
necessary in an agreement which, as is 
clear from the Press comments of the sig- 
natory nations, positively reeks with mili- 
tarism. The original pact between Ger- 
many and Japan could be interpreted only 
as a treaty of mutual assistance against 
the Soviet Union; and we may be certain 
that the bellicosity of the instrument has 
not been lessened dy the fire-eating Signor 
Mussolini’s adherence. Various rumours 
are current concerning the nature of the 
pact, as it was signed in Rome on Satur- 
day. The political seers of France, in 
particular, believe that it has been dic- 
tated by the war in the Far East, and will 
dictate, in turn, the terms of peace be- 
tween Japan and China. Neither Italy 
nor Germany has made any secret of her 
sympathy with Japan’s assault upon 
China ; for, ever since Javan assumed her 
new réle as protector of the Orient against 
the Communist terror, she has been 
absolved automativally of all guilt. One 
thing is certain. If Japan consents to an 
armistice which is negotiated either by 
Germany or under the influence of the 
new patt, it will be such an armistice as 
will help to cripple Russian strength in 
the Far East. The terms of peace will 
give Japan so secure a foothold in the 
northern provinces of China that Russia 
will be able to secure her Siberian 
borders only at a far greater expenditure 
of men and money. Neither Italy nor 
Germany has anything much to lose in 
China, but both have much to gain by the 
establishment of a strong Japan on the 
Continent of Asia. It is not for nothing 
that Japan has expressed her willingness 
to negotiate with China through the 
agency of Herr Hitler. 

The pact may be entirely harmless: it 
may amount to nothing more than a re- 
statement of Fascism’s endless antipathy 
to Communism; but the likelihood is 
small, It is, first and foremost, an 
alliance; but, since the convention of 
these days forbids alliances for purposes 
of military offence, “ anti-Communism” 
has been adopted as a convenient excuse. 
The French newspapers, which have 
shouted their suspicions ever since the 
pact was mooted, are trying their hardest 
to: represent it as aimed ultimately at 
Great Britain. They point out that, how- 
ever great may be Russia’s danger, the 
peril to the British Commonwealth is 
greater still, inasmuch as Japan will be 
able to take care of Australia and the 
Far Eastern possessions while Italy 
strikes at Egypt and the Suez Cana] and 
Germany despatches her bombing aero- 
planes to. London. We doubt if the 
British Government or people will be im- 
pressed unduly. They refuse to believe 
that either Germany or Japan is ready to 
forfeit her hope. of British friendship on 
any pretext whatever. Any hint that those 
two nations definitely. were aligning them- 
selves with Italy, and against Britain, 
would create so violent a reaction, not 
only in Great Britajn, but also in the 
United States, that the totalitarian 
nations would find themselves face to face 
with a tremendously powerful bloc of 
opinion, It is far more probable that the 
pact is essentially another of those expedi- 
ents to which the dictators of the totali- 
tarian nations need to have resort every 
now and then. Both Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini require to re-assure their 
peoples that they are not absolutely alone 
in the world, and that the sacred cause of 
Fascism is attracting powerful adherents. 
The militarists of Japan, conscious that 
their Chinese adventure is not proceeding 
by any means so smoothly as was ex- 
pected, now can point to the approval of 
two great European Powers. To that ex- 
tent the pact is merely an additional 
buttress to the totalitarian structure, and, 


pif we could be certain that it was nothing 


more, there would be little or no cause 
for anxiety... > i 
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coffers are restored and the chances of a 
rapid and resounding success become 
fairer. War with Russia would not be 
long delayed if only the totalitarian 
Powers could persuade themselves of the 
active or | passive sympathy of Great 
Britain, bat they know that at present 
they lack Britain’s sympathy, and that 
the inclinations of the American people 
agree with Britain’s. Therein lies the 
justification of the British Government’s 
policy of apparent shilly-shally; A: move- 
ment of open sympathy with the totali- 
tarian States would release all their anti- 
Russian aspirations, and would provoke a 
world conflict. Great Britain has neither 
the desire nor, at present, the resources 
for another war.

Dublin 's Oldest Charity 

It has been said that the world changed 
more in the nineteenth century than in 
the preceding five hundred years; but, 
however iauch conditions have changed, 
the need for charity has remained constant. 
Words have varied in meaning and appli- 
cation, so that occasionally they are used 
to imply an opposite to the original 
significance. In the whirling period of 
change the title of the Sick and Indigent 
Roomkeepers’ Society has escaped either 
a misapplication of words or a mis- 
direction of effort. For 147 years the 
Society has ministered to the indigent, 
always keeping carefully in mind that 
indigence ignores political parties and 
religious distinctions. To the Society, as 
to. the Good Samaritan, the appeal that 
was answered was that of need. Its 
voluntary workers seek the needy in their 
homes, and by timely intervention have 
saved families from utter destitution and 
from the despair that follows in its train. 
The Dublin of to-day is a vastly different 
city from that of 1790, the year in which 
the Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ 
Society was founded. Behind the glitter- 
ing facade of Grattan’s Parliament, 
hidden by the brilliant society of an age 
that seems almost Augustan in retrospect, 
was a mass of poverty that has left its 
mark upon the city for nearly a century 
and a half. To-day, also, there is an air 
of general prosperity in the streets; long 
lines of motor cars attest to the high 
standard of living in one section of the 
community as long queues at places of 
entertainment offer corroboration from 
another. There is yet another section, 
alas! which is unable to find for its 
members the barest necessaries of life. 
It may be said that no human being can 
be entirely destitute in. these days; that 
the provision made by the State and the 
local authorities ensures to everyone the 
wherewithal to live. Although that may 
be theoretically accurate, there is abundant 
ocular evidence to the contrary, and in 
actual fact there is still a tremendous 
volume of genuine poverty which is un- 
touched -by public funds. Thousands of 
men and women are still unable to 
secure regular remunerative employment ; 
thousands more live so close to the verge 
of destitution that illness plunges them 
into the abyss. 

The Sick and Indigent Roomkeepers’ 
Society was brought into existence to serve, 
to succour, and to rescue this mass of 
untouched poverty. The work of rescue 
is one of the outstanding parts of the 
Society’s charitable effort. Aid is given 
not only to families requiring temporary 
relief to tide them over difficult periods; 
more timely and lasting assistance is given 
frequently to those who have been deprived 
by accident or distress of the basis of 
subsistence. Grants are made for the 
recovery of tools sacrificed in dire need 
and for the purchase of animals by those 
to whom animals are an economic neces- 
sity. Boots’ and warm clothing for 


| children, who would otherwise be com- 


pelled to go shivering to school, and the 
coal which makes the difference between a 
room and a home, are among the 
immediate necessities generously provided 
by the Society. “Dublin has a fine reputa- 
tion for religious tolerance and for charit- 
able generosity which places it in a 
position of special privilege, and in the 
Sick and Indigent Roumkeepers’ Society 
the city has an organisation of its own 
which should appeal especially to Dublin 
people in all parts of the world. At this 
time of year, approaching the Christmas 
season at which the calls upon its funds 
are extraordinarily heavy, it has been for 
many years the custom of the Society to 
make its own heart cry to the charitably 
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“ The Jantelman oí the United States 
District Court.” In a moment he revealed 
that all was not well, with him—he had 
““ 6 per cent, dyebitos’’—but even so pain- 
ful an ailment could not cloud his 
appreciation of the futility of “ goin to 
cort talin lies and to deny ails ll 
** No, no, no,” wrote Mr. Cassel, “I wil 
not tell lies, only I and God and a lott 
of my friends knue more than a hafe of 
the arests ar for nothing.” This united 
testimony would seem to have been com- 
pelling enough to have the whole case 
dropped, but the diamond merchant was 
taking no chances. There was more on his 
side. At the very “ Police Hat Corters ”’ 
themselves, “ Kaptin Crayx,’’ in probably 
bemused answer to the question; ‘‘ Have I 
got to be a teaf or a good American  ” said 
to Mr. Cassel: ‘‘ Karl, go whar you want 
all over New York—no one of the police 
will bother you.” With the final throw of 
‘three nice grandchildren,” the promise 
to “ give my life for my country,” and 
the demand for “ three chars for the red, 
whith and blu,’’ Mr. Cassel] brought his 
communication to an end. Nothing has 
been heard of him since—a blessing for 
which the Federal Government is pro- 
foundly grateful. 


Publicity and the Pyramids 
Seemingly it would be as well at this 


moment to hurl overboard without regret 
all appreciation of the ancient. Regret, 
at the best of times, is a miserable emotion 
—but when Mr Samuel Goldwyn plans to 
erect advertisements on the Egyptian 
pyramids regret becomes not ouly miser- 
able, but useless. One can perceive dimly 
Mr. Goldwyn’s point of view. He has a 
nice little business which he must keep 
going; he has acquaintances in the same 
line of trade who are anxious to deprive 
him of his earnings ; and very nearly every 
method of advance publicity has been tried 
already. Mr. Goldwyn—who, _incident- 
ally, is concerned just now to warn the 
world of his coming interpretation of the 
adventures of Marco Polo—is hard pressed 
to.ediscover an unexplored avenue of 
approach. He might run a competition 
to find the young man who most closely 
resembled Marco Polo; or, in the frenzy 
of despair, the young woman who most 
closely resembled Marco‘ Poio's wife. 
These subterfuges, however, have been 
employed before by magnates who have 
an eagerness for swift profits, and, since 
Mr. Goldwyn is an individualist, he has 
picked upon the pyramids. “he pyramids 
actually have played into his hands, 
because for some inconceivable reason they 
have provoked the American Press to hawk 
their charms. Perhaps, after so many 
thousands of years in the shifting and 
itching sands, the pyramids -eel that they 
are entitled to a reward for their im- 
pressive existence. About Egypt and its 
colossal wrecks there has ever been some- 
thing inexplicable and incomprehensible ; 
and, for all that we know, some strange 
kind of influence has been disseminated 
from the pyramids to wend its way to the 
heart of New York, and there to suggest to 
the business men that the pyramids might 
begin to play their part in the roaring 
marts of the cinema trade. At any rate, 
the American Press has published reports 
that advertising space on she pyramids 
is to be let—and Mr. Goldwy. has seen 
the dawn of prosperity. He will go ahead 
with his scheme; it is quite possible that 
it will succeed—and ten years from now 
the world wiil believe that Mr. Goldwyn 
erected the pyramids himself, :

Sunpay NIGHT. 


A Lees political event of the week in 
' London will be the speech Mr. 
Chamberlain is to make at the Lord 
Mayor’s banquet on Tuesday evening in 
the Guildhall. It will be a striking one, 
as Mr. Chamberlain, with no lack of 
material, intends to avai! himself of it to 
the full. Foreign affairs will figure 
largely, inasmuch as this country seems to 
“be involved in some measure with the 
‘affairs of other nation that is in 
difficulty. It is probable that in the City 
of London the most welcome announcement 
that Mr. Chamberlain could make would 
be to the effect that this country, 
recognising the danger of international 
complications, has decided to stand aside. 
‘Since this can scarcely be accomplished a 
little plain speaking on the part of the 
Prime Minister will not come amiss in 
the City, where courage and determination 
are valued more highly than caution and 
hesitancy. In any event, the City expects 
to have a great speech from Mr. Cham- 
berlain on his first visit to its annual feast 
day as Prime Minister, and it is unlikely 
that it will be disappointed.

Consuls in Spain 


If opportunity serves Mr. Eden will 
make a statement in the House of 
Commons to-morrow before he returns to 
Brussels for the resumed meeting of the 
Nine-Power Conference, when he will give 
some further details as to the proposed 
arrangement regarding the appointment of 
Consuls in Spain. Im the political world 
it is now accepted that the time has come 
when relations with General Franco have 
become necessary, as he now rules two- 
thirds of Spain, dominates most of its 
coast line, and his people continue to trade 
with the outside world. Belligerent rights 
are another matter, and can be granted 
only after arrangement with other 
countries. The importance of British 
representation in Spain is shown by the 
fact that only a few days ago, when the 
matter was first launched, General Franco 
gave orders for the release of all British 
vessels detained in his ports. Then 
followed the sinking of the Jean Weems 
and a strong protest from the British 
Government, with an indication that the 
question of British Consuls would be held 
up, whereupon General Franco cancelled 
his order for the release of the British 
ships, and negotiations have to be started 
de novo, 


Barrier to Bolshevism 


Germany, Italy and Japan have joined 
hands in a pact directed _ ostensibly 
against Communism, and thus the world 
stage is fast becoming set for a struggle of 
the opposing forces of Fascism and Com- 
munism. It may be asserted that the pact, 
signed in Rome yesterday, is purely of a 
defensive nature, but the impression here 
and in Paris is that it contains some secret 
military arrangement which will not be 
made known until occasion demands. Its 
first fruits will be recognition on the part 
of Japan of General Franco, and, possibly, 
acceptance on.the part of Japan of German 
mediation to put an end to the war in 
China. Germany and Italy intend to 
continue their efforts to secure the adhesion 
of further nations to the pact, it being the 
desire of Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
to establish a barrier against Bolshevism 
right across Europe. This is well known 
in Russia, where an appeal has just been 
made calling upon all workers and demo- 
cratic forces throughout the world to unite 
against Fascism. 


The Duke’s American Tour 


The decision of the Duke of Windsor to 
drop the ideaiof a visit to the United States 
at the present time did not come as a 
surprise after the attacks made upon him. 
The Duke seems to be somewhat unfortu- 
nate in his friends, since it cannot be 
concealed that the opposition displayed was 
not directed against the Duke so much as 
against those who were to direct his tour, 
| even though there were some people who 
displayed jealousy because the Duke found 
it convenient to visit Germany first. It 
is announced to-day that tne Duke and 
Duchess intend to retire into private life 
for the time being, and will probably 
return to Austria. The Duke of Windsor 
is beginning to realise that a man who has 
been a King can never be an ordinary 
individual again. His every turn and move 
is subjected to criticism, frequently 
unkind and unfair, and he cannot reply 
with effect. He asked to retire so that he 
might lead a happy life as a private indi- 
vidual. Directly he emerges from that 
privacy, and becomes a public personage 
with a desire to visit foreign States, he 
places himself in a difficult situation. It 
is rumoured here that before he decided 
to abandon the visit to the United States 
he took counsel over the telephone with 
some distinguished people in London. 


Organised Conservatism’ 


The Conservative Party felt a real 
shaking up by the Socialist gains in the 
London municipal elections, and a strong 
effort is to be made at once to put the 
party organisation in order in the parlia- 
mentary and municipal machines. In a 
score of the London constituencies corps 
of canvassers will be recruited, each with 
its leader, while every polling district will 
be provided with a captain, and the 
members of the corps will be arranged in 
groups. The officers will have so much to 
do that they will be expected to hold no 
other office in the local association. All 
members of the corps are to canvass 
regularly between elections and to see that 
all available supporters of the Govern- 
ment in their areas vote at all elections. 
Meetings will be arranged with the local 
member of Parliament or the candidate, 
and classes for instruction will be 
organised The idea behind this is to 
ensure that the poor record of the London 
Conservative as regards voting may be 
greatly improved. Every. possible vote: will 
bo needed at the next general election, so 
that it is time that a movement was 
launched, 


Che Paris Exhibition 


There is every likelihood of the Paris 
Exhibition being re-opened next year, 
though it may be on a smaller scale than 
this year. The position at the moment is 
that the International Exhibitions’ Com- 
mittee has decided that under the terms 
of the Exhibitions’ Convention of 1928 
France has the right to continue the show 
next vear, and it now remains for the 
French Government to authorise the re- 
opening. After that the various countries 
participating will be invited to take part 
in the 1938 event. It is hoped that a 
sufficient number will to this course 
to enable the Exhibition to retain its 
international character, but it is inevitable 
that some countries will be unable to allow 
their pavilions to remain.

Pootung, tle area immediately 
across the river from the Shanghai 
International Settlement, from which 
the Chinese artillery has staged ‘ierce 
duels with the Japanese warships for 
some many months, 

They slipped away quietly by 


from Chapei last month—in order tu 
avoid being caugst in the pincer-like 
movement from the North, and from 
the South, with which the Japanese 
are slowly surrounding Shanghai. 

It is estimated that there are now 
thirty thousand Japanese troops between 
the south bank of the Whangpoo river 
and Hangchow Bay, where still further 
reinforcements are being disembarked. 

fhe Japanese vanguard has crossed the 
river south of Sungkiang, and is now 
striking northward with the ultimate 
object of effecting a junction with the 
Japanese who are pushing down from 
Soochow Creck. 

Meanwhile the Japanese have 
landed a formidable array of tanks 
and other mechanised troops on the 
south side of Soochow Creek in readi- 
ness for a steam-roller drive, which is 
expected to start as soon as the pre- 
sent rainy weather clears up. 

The seriousness of the Chinese position 
on the western front is now freely ad- 
mitted, and it is felt that the prediction 
of General Matsui, Japanese Commander- 
in-Chief, that the Chinese will be cleared 
from the Shanghai area by November i0, 
may be inexorably fulfilled. 

With the withdrawal of the Chinese 
troops from Pootung, the remaining 
Chinese civilians, who have clung to 
their humble homesteads in spite of 
the bombing and shelling, have been 
pouring all day long across the river 
into the French Concession and the 
Settlement. 

They come across with their wretched 
possessions in sampans and junks and 
land drenched to the skin, miserable and 
homeless. i 


FATE OF TAIYUANFU 


The latest reports received in Shanghai 
from Peiping state that fighting is still 
going on at Taiyuanfu (capital of Shansi), 
but no details are available. Saturday’s 
report of the capture of the city was 
apparently based on aerial reconnaissance. 

The Japanese War Office issued a 
communiqué last afternoon confirming 
that the Chinese forces had withdrawn 
from Pootung.

He was opposed to this view, canta. the 
whole scheme of stabilisation of prices 
would break down if such a demand were 
conceded. At the beginning of each year 
he had to make an estimate of what the 
world pfice was likely to be for the year, 
what our total production was likely to 
be, what the taxpayer could afíord to 
contribute by way of subsidy, and, havin 
got those data together, a price was fix 
for the year. hen the plans for the 
year were ready, no sudden or unex 
change could be made. 

There was also another objection. They 
were coming near the close of their pro- 
duction period for the year. Even if the 
demands made were granted, it would have 
meant a comparatively small sum to pro- 
ducers. It would have meant a large sum to 
certain people who held butter in the hope 
that the agitation would succeed.

The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
In the course of the debate on the Address 
Mr. Stanley explained the position 
with regard to the negotiations for a 
trade agreement with the United States. 
He assured the House that the Govern- 
ment desired most earnestly to \conclude 
the exploratory discussions, to enter upon 
actual negotiations, and to arrive at a 
satisfactory agreement. Difficulties have 
necessarily checked progress in the pre- 
liminary work which must be done before 
formal negotiations are opened. Congress 
has established a very elaborate public 
procedure which must be followed in such 
negotiations, and the American euthori- 
ties, -before embarking upon this proce- 
dure, naturally wish to assure themeselves 
that the negotiations are likely to succeed. 
In practice this means that, on points 
which normally would be discussed round 
the table in the course of the negotiations, 
approximate agreements have to 
reached before the formal negotiations are 
opened. But these considerations, which 
explain the delay, only make it the more 
urgent that there should be every effort 
to expedite the discussions and push them 
to a successful conclusion. 

There is no need at this time of day to 
dwell upon the importance of seizing every 
opportunity for extending the field of 
Anglo-American co-operation. Mr Stanley 
showed himself fully alive to tha fact that 
there are advantages to be expected from 
such an agreement reaching far beyond its 
immediate trade effects. It is possible to 
exaggerate the pacific influence of inter- 
national trade. Before 1914 the countries 
of the world exchanged their goods more 
freely than at any other riod ir history. 
Tariffs were com heir moderate, and 
other methods of restriction had not yet 
come into use. In Great Britain and the 
British Dependencies markets were 
absolutely free and open to every com- 
petitor. Currencies were stable under a 
rigid gold standard and foreiyn lending 
had reached unprétedented amoants. 
These 
growth of intense national rivalries or the 
outbreak of the greatest war in the history 
of the world. 

It is, therefore, absurd to speak, as too 
many of the critics of economic 
nationalism are accustomed to speak, as 
if the removal of trade barriers and the 
revival of international commerce and of 
international finance would of themselves 
usher in an era of abiding peace and good- 
will, Such exaggerations can only do 
harm by ignoring the other potent factors 
in the existing unrest. But if a complete 
remedy is not to be found in the economic 
field, it is equally true that no remedy 
can be complete which leaves the economic 
difficulties out of account.

IVE members of the crew of the 

British steamer Pilcot, suffering 

from injuries and shock sustained 

during an explosion on board their 

vessel yesterday, were landed here 

this morning and conveyed to 
hospital for treatment. 

Of the five men, a carpenter named 
Crimmins, a native of London, has serious 
injuries to the head and body, and, 
together with a more seriously injured 
Arab member of the crew, were removed 
to Cork Hospital, while three other Arab 
members of the crew were conveyed to the 
local hospital. 

Other members of the crew who 
remained, aboard the steamer are still 
dazed from the effects of the explosion, 
due, it is thought to the combustion of 
gases formed by the cargo. 

To-morrow the ship will undergo an 
extensive survey, and repairs are expected 
to be carried out locally. 

The vessel is making no water, but has 
suffered sundry damage. 


OFF KINSALE | 

The Pilcot, about 4,500 tons gross, sailed 
from CA; docks on Friday, with a cargo 
of coal, for St. John’s, Newfoundland. 
All went well until about six o'clock 
yesterday evening, when the vessel was 
some twenty-five miles south-west of the 
Old Head of Kinsale. 

When the explosion occurred members 
of the crew were in the fore well deck. 
The explosion shook the ship from stem to 
stern and a wall of flame shot high into 
the air from No. 1 hold. Heavy tarpaulins, 
hatch covers, and many tons of coal were 
shot into the air, and all those in the 
vicinity were thrown violently on the 
to the deck by the terrific impact. 


COAL SHOWER 

A few seconds later several members of 
the crew were struck by falling coal and 
hatch covers, and a number were dazed 
and overcome by escaping gases, which 
could still be smelt when the vessel arrived 
in port. 

or a brief s there was confusion 
among the Arab members of the crew, 
some of whom thought that the vessel had 
struck a mine or was torpedoed. 

Captain Jowsey and his officers attended 
to the wounded and it was decided to make 
for Cove. The ship sent out a message 
advising of the accident, and requesting 
to be met by doctors. All arrangements 
were canal out by Mr. A. C. Horne, 
acting on behalf of the ship’s owners, and 
Dr. John J. O’Connor, Cove, set out in a 
motor boat to intercept the vessel. 


MEN STILL DAZED 

Many of the men are still too dazed to 
describe what actually occurred. Crimmins, 
whose parents hail from County Kerry, 
said that he was just coming out from his 
workshop with a hammer in his hand when 
he h the losion and saw a burst 
of flame. He co himself down full- 
length on the deck, and this action pos- 
sibly saved his life. He was struck by 
falling coal, and was unable to say if 
there were one or more explosions. In 
addition to losing a number of hatch 
covers blown overboard, the Pilcot suffered 
sundry damage. 

This morning a number of heavy tar- 
paulin covers were hanging over the ship’s 
derricks, where they had fallen after being 
blown into the air. 

The Pilcot is owned by Messrs. McCowen 
and Gross, Ltd., of Leadenhall House, 
Leadenhall street, London, and is regis- 
tered at West Hartlepool. 


CARGO BOAT ABLAZE 

For five hours yesterday firemen, 
assisted by dockers and dock officials, 
fought a blaze on board the cargo liner 
Dahomian (5,600 tons) at Bromborough 
Dock, near Birkenhead. All available help 
was enlisted to help remove casks of palm 
oil, many of which were smouldering 
dangerously. The cargo of the boat also 
included bales of cotton, kernels and dried 
grass. 

At one time it was feared that the flames 
might spread, and that it would be neces- 
sary to move the boat from the quayside 
alongside which huge quantities of copra 
are stored, but firemen, working in gas 
masks, were able to confine the blaze to 
between decks, but not before considerable 
damage was done. 

Two Birkenhead firemen were taken to 
hospital with back injuries caused through 
falls, and were detained a short time.

ST. PATRICK’S CATHEDRAL 


St. Patrick’s Cathedral was crowded for 
yesterday's Service of Remembrance and 
Thanksgiving. Long before it was due to 
commence there were queues of people 
awaiting admission, and many hundreds 
of ex-Service men marched to the cathedral 
from St. Stephen’s Green, where they had 
assembled. 

"ne proceedings were impressive in their 
dignity and simplicity, touched with pride 
and sorrow. To the singing of '“ Ten 
thousand times ten thousand,” the 
standards of the ex-Service men’s organisa- 
tions were borne up the centre aisle past a 
guard representative of the commercial 
and cultural life of the City vf Dublin, 
and including the Ministers of th: United 
States, France and Italy, to the Roll of 
Honour. It was a solemn moment when 
the Roll of Honour was opened by the 
Archbishop, with the words: “ They shall 
not grow old, as we that are left grow 
old. . . .’’ The procession of the 
Colours then continued to the Chancel. 

After the Blessing there was a pause 
for silent prayer; the Colours were 
returned to the crossing, and their bearers 
stood beside the Roll of Honour. ‘‘ The 
Last Post’’ was sounded, then came the 
silence, a minute of visions of what was 
and of what might have been, to which 
the “ Reveille’? in many cases brought 
relief. The congregation then joined in 
the singing of “ God Save the King,’”’ end 
during. the recession sang ‘‘ Onward, 
Christian Soldiers.’’ 


BISHOP’S SERMON 


Right Rev. G. A. Wells, D.D., C.M.G., 
Bishop of Cariboo, British Columbia, who 
preached the sermon, said it had been 
customary in all days and in all nations 
to pay tribute to the memory of men who 
h given themselves in the cause of 
humanity, whether in science, or letters, or 
life. The pages of history were full of the 
names of such men. The walls of that 
glorious Cathedral and the streets of their 
ancient city paid silent but eloquent 
tribute to the men who had ideals, who 
liyed for them, and who died for them. 
Outstanding among such men were those 
of the Army and the Navy, average men, 
men who were willing at least to run the 
chances of not coming back, who were 
ready to stand and fight to defend the 
principles which they held dear. Con- 
sciouusly or unconsciously, moved by an 
ideal, they were ready to sacrifice them- 
selves. -— a 

It was right that they should have 
memorial Services and Remembrance Days 
to bring to the attention, especially of the 
younger generation, the cost of war and 
the price of that measure of peace which 
they enjoyed. It was right to keep alive 
in the memory of those who saw something 
of what happened in those days of stress 
and strain, and more right still to put 
before the younger generation something 
of what their forbears suffered for them. 
There was a tendency, of course, to 
remember the glory in connection with 
warfare and to forget the cost. 


THE GRIM COST 


One writer on political economy had 
discussed the cost of war in terms of 
dollars and cents, and had computed that 
the cost was 250 billions of dollars. That 
writer had pointed out that if this money 
were taken in dollar bills and put end to 
end they would reach some thousands of 
times around the world. He discussed the 
loss of great ships, the destruction of 
glorious cathedrals, the breaking down of 
old estates on the battlefield, and the 

im cost of carrying on a war. But what 

id those 250 billions of dollars mean as 
compared with one other thing that that 
whole lot of money could not bring back— 
one human life; and so, the cost of war 
could not be measured in terms of pounds, 
shillings and pence, and dollars and cents. 

Millions had very little meaning for the 
average person. They might appreciate it 
better if they could visualise a march past 
of the victims of war and the time it 
would take for the passage of that terrible 
procession. Let them march past in 
columns of two, in half sections, and 
stand while the march went on. . The 
march pas of the British dead would 
occupy over 100 days and nights, the 
French 190 days and nights; the Germans 
220 days and nights, and the Russians 
250 days and nights. It would take over 
740 days and nights while that solemn 
march of the dead went past. These figures 
would put before them graphically the 
tremendous cost in human life which that 
struggle had meant, The majority of the 
men who gave their lives were less than 
25 years of age. Think of the human 
possibilities there, for among that number 
were men who would have been able to 
make great contributions to the nations 


to which they belonged. 
BROKEN FRAGMENTS 


The first cost of war, he said, was in 
human life. There was a second cost. Let 
another group now march past, a group 
which continues to pay the price—better 
for many of them had they rested over 
there. Let them have a march past of 
the wounded, men still engaged in paying 
the price of war, the broken fragments of 
war. To watch that procession pass, they 
would have to wait night and day for five 
years. There was still another cost, the 
coat of sorrow to loved ones If they con- 
tinued the march past, those who were 
suffering at home, the loved ones, would 
march for over fifteen years. | 

Those figures would bring before them 
the fact that there had been a tremendous 
loss of life,

As far as can be seen, there is no parti- 
cular reason for the pronounced buoyancy of 
gilt-edged securities, which was again an 
outstanding feature of markets last week. 
Undoubtedly, there has been heavy buying 


for important interests, such as the banks 


and other financial institutions, and the 
Government brokers has been in the market. 
This. appears to have stimulated a demand 
of a general character, and as the supply of 
stock is small, prices have risen sharply, 
while the gilt-edged section has been a con- 
Spicuous exception to the almost general re- 
cord of business quietude. As is often the 
case, the appreciation has been accompanie-i 
by rumours of another Government Loan, 
presumably to finance rearmament expendi- 
ture, This idea is more feasible than the 
report that holders of 44 per cent. and 5 per 
cent. Conversion Loans (which may be re- 
paid in 1940 and 1944, respectively) will he 
offered an exchange into a long-dated stock.

EXTENT OF THE RISE 


It may be recalled that gilt-edged securi-

SOUTH AMERICAN SECURITIES 


For the time being some South American 
securities in which a large amount of Eng- 
lish capital is investéd are under a cloud. 
Brazil, spparently, has decided to drop the 
policy of maintaining 4n artificial price for its 
coffee, a procedure that involved the annual 
destruction of huge quantities of the product, 
and this development has been followed by a 
sharp fall in Brazilian securities, particularly 
the San l'aulo 7 per cent. Coffee Loan, whicn 
is specially secured upon coffee revenue. For 
some considerable time past, however, it has 
been feared that the new debt settlement 
scheme will -proviae for a reduction in the 
interest rates on the various Funding Loans, 
holders of which.were not asked to make any 
sacrifice of income under the 1931 debt plan. 
Whether this fear is justified or not the 
Brazilian Government should not keep the 
hondholders in suspence, and an official state- 
ment is called for. Brazil has benefited irom 
the general improvement in economic condi- 
tions, though not, of course, to the same 
extent as Argentina. The external debt 
interest is only being met in part, and the 
British-owned railways other than the San 
Paulo are unable to earn a reasowrle return 
on their capital. Ultimately the abandon- 
ment of a plan for maintaining the price of a 
nee ee Ber er product at an artificially 
high level should have beneficial results, 
but in the meantime there must be a period 
of disorganisation. 


ARGENTINE RAILS 


Othe: South American securities now under 
a clond include Argentine Railway stocks, 
both Ordinary and fixed-charge issues. Prices 
have fallen more or less severely of late, 
despite the issue of annual reports showing 
considerably improved results. The recovery 
made by the Central Argentine Co. is quite 
noteworthy, but the fact that it is possible to 
pay the full dividend on the 4} per cent. 
Preference for the pá year and arrears for 
two years or the 5 per cent. issue has not 
prevented a fall in the stocks. Yet if there 
were any assurance that the improvement in 
revenue would be maintained Central Argen- 
tine per cent.

TRANS-ATLANTIC ISSUES 


London is still influenced a good deal by 
the course of prices in New York, largely be- 
cause the weakness at the Jatter centre has 
been followed by a drop in commodity prices. 
This is logical, for if the United States is to 
experience a major business recession the de- 
mand for raw materials—particularly rubber 
and tin—will diminish, and profits of pro- 
ducing companies will be affected. That the 
industrial situation in America has deterio- 
rated appears to be shown by the reduction 
in the ———— of steel ingots to 48 per 
cent. of capacity. Hence the quotation ol 
United States Steel Common at more than 70 
points below the highest of the year. It 
should not be forgotten, however, that when 
Steels went to 1205 and other active counters 
moved similarly, there was much speculation 
for the rise, and, as usual in such circum- 
stances, prices went ahead of intrinsic merits, 
so far as these could be judged.
